Mr. Frank MacDermot, T.D., in acknow- 
ledging the receipt oí a resolution from the 
Sligo County Council, approving of the 
Government's bill for widening the franchise 
in local government elections, and calling 
upon al] parties to assist in placing this demo- 
cratic measure upon the Statute Book, says 
that hel regrets very much that the County 
Council has refrained from giving any reasons 
for its view that would he'p him to form an 


opinion on the subject. 


‘‘T should be glad,’’ Mr. MacDermot adds, 
‘‘to support any measure that seemed likely 
to improve the efficiency of local bodies, to 
counteract the habit that too often exists of 
turning what ought to be businesslike discus- 
sions into political wrangles, to lessen the 
burden of the rates without inflicting hard 
ship. on the poor, and to attract able and 
responsible men to the work of local govern 
‘ment. - The Sligo County Council could, no 
doubt. have given me inf~rmation derived 
from ripe experience, which would have been 
a great help in deciding whether the Govern- 
ment’s bill is likely to advance such objects 


as these, but I can find nothing of the sort 
in your resolution or in the covering letter 


which accompanies it. 


As regards the description ‘ democratic,’ 
which you apply to the measure, I must con- 
fess that the greatest good of the greatest 


— 


number seems to me more important than 
subservience to catch-words. Moreover, I 
take leave to doubt whether the term ‘ demo- 
cratic’ can be justly applied by a party which 
is constantly preaching the doctrine of man- 
dates to a measure that was not mentioned 
at the general election, and that appears 
likely to lead the local bodies more rapidly 
along a course of expenditure which, accord- 
ing to the present Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, may bring about the substitution of 
Commissioners for elected bodies.

GRADUATED TAX - 


SCALE PROPOSED.

Ta Irish Tobacco Growers’ and Cnrers' 


Association, at a genzral meeting, held 
in Wynn's Motel, Dublin, on Saturday 
last, passed a resolution stating that it could 
not accept the statemeut of the Free State 


Minister for Financ that tohaceo-growi 
here had passed its experimental stage a 
oved a success. :

It could prove a success, the resolution : 
stated, only when ~ markt had been found 
for produce of at least one thousand acres 


and the demand stil! continued. 


It was aiso resolved to recommend that a 
graduated, m preference to a fixed, scale of 
tax on Irish-grown tobseco should be fixed 
for the coming five years, and that at the 
end of that period the whole question should 


be reviewed. 


STILL AN EXPERIMENT. 


At the outset Mr. Thomas O'Donnell, who 
presided, said that son growers might be 


under the impression that the tax en home- 


rown tobacco would interfere with the 
de-veligunent of “this infant industry.” 
There was, however, not the slightest danger 


of that with a Government in power which 
had given practical proof of its desire to help 
every industry, and particularly mdustry on 
the land. The tax imposad was 6s. 8d. per 
lb. when the tobacco was mixed with foreign 
leaf and 5s. 64. when manufactured by itself, 


whereas the tax cn foreign-grown tobacco 
was Qs. 4d. r lb This would gi a 


preference of pe“ cent. to Irish leai when 
mixed with the foreign and 69 per cent. 
when manufactured wy itself. 
The tax apphed oply to tobacco grown 
after January Ist, 1934, so that the crop 
rown this year was free from all duty. 
hose farmers who sowed tobacco this year, 
therefore, would reap a substantial reward 
for their labours. The werk of Father 
Sweetman and other pioneers was at last 
being recognised, and a new agricultural in- 
dustry was being created which would bring 
relief to thé countryside. 
If there were a modification of the tax—a 
reduction on Irish-grown or an increase on 
foreign—Mr. O'Donnell proceeded, it might 
be made so as to place the mdustry on a 
sure foundation. -They were only experiment- 
ing as yet. It would take a few years before 
farmers were thoroughly acquainted with 
growing and curing. 
Unti 
sideration should be given by the Govern- 
ment to the views of that Association regard- 
ing taxation. They realised that revenue 
must be raised, and they were quite prepared 
after a few years, when the growth and mann- 
facture of Irish tobacco were safely estab- 
lished, to beer their own share of revenue. 


900 LICENCE APPLICATIONS 


The total amount of foreign leaf used in 
tobacco factories here for 1929 was 84 million 
Ibs. This year, he understood, 900 applica- 
tions. for hcences, averaging abent three- 
quarters of am acre each, had made, and 
from 500 te 600 acres would be grown im the 
Free State. The yield would be only about 
half a: mion Ibs.. - Next year they might 
deuble this quantity, and in time they hoped 
that they would supply all the leaf required 
for all the tobacco that. would be consumed 
in thé country. 

It was to the interest of the State to nurse 
this industry, and they were confident that 
their Government would help materially A 
sliding scale for three to five years would be 
preferable to a fixed scale for tobaceo grown 
efter January Ist, 1954. They trusted that 
the Revenue amthorities would consider re- 
presentations from the Association regarding 
the figures of the sliding scale.

TASTE FOR FOREIGN. 


- Captain Orpen (Wexford) said that it would 
wot impossible to draw up a scheme 
whereby the less to the revenue would be 
hmited.

The Four-Power Pact. 

The Four-Power Pact begins to reproduce 
the Disarmament Conference in its delays 
and disappointments. It was mooted 


originally on March 18th, when Signor 
Mussolini handed his draft for an agree- 


and Germany to Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. 
A second Italian draft, emended in accord- 
ance with Mr. Macdonald’s comments, 
followed ; and then Britain offered a new 
edition of this draft, with still more 
emendations. On April 10th the French 
Government intervened with a version 
which contained striking divergences from 
the proposals of both Signor Mussolini 
and Mr. Macdonald, and Germany offered 
various suggestions. Eventually a “ basis 
of agreement *’ was reached, and the sign- 
ing of the pact was understood, in the 
middle of last month, to be only a matter 
of days. Then the inevitable hitches 
occurred, and the negotiations continue to 
drag their slow length along. They 
started under the most favourable omens. 
In Germany, Italy and, on the whole, in 
Great Britain, Press and public were 
highly sympathetic, thinking that four 
great Powerswould be able to accomplish 
results which would be impossible to the 
jangling sects of the Disarmament Con- 
ference. Lately, however, the scheme has 
been attacked vehemently in England and 
voices of dissent are being raised in 
Germany. Opinion in France, of course, 
is far from enthusiastic, and M. Herriot 
and his supporters criticise the Pact with 
the utmost hostility. 

In its broadest outline the Pact binds 
the four participants to keep the peace 
for ten years. They must accept the British 
draft scheme of disarmament, which 
already has been endorsed by three of the 
four Powers, and has received the 
unoficial spproval of the United States. 
If nothing more were involved than this 
general outline, the Pact might have been 
signed some time ago; but it embodies also 
various provisions concerning the equality 
of status of Germany and Austria, raises | 
the thorny question of sanctions against a 
possible aggressor, and introduces the 
problem of treaty revision, which in- 
variably causes France and her Central 
European allies to red.” France 
does not wish to alienate her friends in 
Central Europe, and would have nothing 
to do with the Pact until all their fears 
had been removed. Geneva, too, was 
alarmed by the thought that so power- 
ful an alliance would be independent of 
the League of Nations. Now the small 
Powers, including the nations of the Little 
Entente and Poland, appear to be 
satisfied, and Geneva has been assured that 
everything which is done by the par- 
ticipants will be done within the frame- 
work of the Covenant. Whatever the 
present obstacles are, they manifestly are 
raised by one or another of the four 
Powers themselves. It remains to be seen 
whether they are merely matters of 
phraseology and minor discrepancies of 
opinion, or vital differences of principle 
that may bring the whole structure to 
grief. 

It the negotiations should bear fruit, 
Europe certainly ‘would have advanced a 
long way upon the road to peace. The 
moral effect of concert between the four 
chief Powers would mark so notable 
a cleavage with all the practice of the 
past fifteen years that even the Disarma- 
ment Conference would stand a chance of 
success. Jf Britain, France, Italy and 
Germany should make a genuine effort to 
keep the peace and to disarm, the smaller 
nations would have no excuse for a failure 
to follow their example, An immediate 
agreement, moreover, would. have a pro- 
found effect on the prospects of the World 
Economic Conference, which will open its

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| FOURTEEN KILLED AND 
SCORES INJURED. 


From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT,. 
NANTES, Sunday. 


SPECTAL express train from Paris to 

the seaside, bearing five hundred 
‘holiday-mekers, was derailed at sixty 
miles an hour near here at 5.50 this morn- 
ing, and fourteen persons were killed and 
over one hundred injured, and the condi- 
tion of sixty of them is stated.to be serious. 
‘One of them is not expected to live. : 

The official view is that the accident was 
caused by the sudden application of the 
brakes when the driver found that his 
train had been switched on to the side line 
because the main line was under repair. 

The driver and the fireman have been 
arrested. 


SEALED ORDERS, 


It-is stated that the express was to have 
been diverted on to a side line for about 
half a mile, because the main line was 
being repaired following an accident to a 
goods train on Thursday. The driver was 
given special instructions in an envelope 
at Angers, but is alleged to have admitted 
that he did not open it, assuming that it 
contained routine orders.- He was behind 
schedule, and passed a warning signal to 
reduce speed to 18 miles per hour a mile 
before the scene of the accident. 

The sigaal man in charge of the points 
where the mishap occurred stated that 
the express bhith | to leap from the line. 
The engine wheels locked, and showers of 
sparks shot up from them, oe the 
sheen application of the brakes, and the 
first-class coach immediately next to the 
tender jumped the points and veered at 
right angles to the track, the succeeding 
six coaches telescoping into it. 

The nose of the engine was buried 
beneath a mountain of earth, whick it 
had churned up as it came to a stop, 
while the tender crashed on its side down 
the embankment. 
The driver and fireman had miraculous 
escapes, being thrown thirty feet from the 
wreck without injury, 


SPEEDOMETER EVIDENCE. 


The engine speedometer, picked up near 
by, registered 58 miles an hour. 
The Nantes Fire Brigade, doctors and 
nurses were rushed to the spot, but the 
work of extricating the injured was very 
dificult, and some were pinned beneath 
the wreckage for more than three hours. 
The hospital authorities state that no 
British are among the injured, but the 
nationality of one of the dead, whose 
name is given as Mr. Brown, or Braun, 
is uncertain. He died from his injuries 
in hospital at Nantes. 
Another accident occurred three hours 
earlier on the same line, a Nantes-Lyons 
express coming into collision with a train 
from Tours. There was no loss of life, 
but twenty-six people were hurt.

|THE. ROPE AND NEW 
SPANISH LAW, 


“CATHOLICS ALONE ARE 
PENALISED.” 


The Pope has issued a denunciation of 
the Spanish law for the separation of the 
Church and State in an Encyclical on the 
position of the Church in Spain. 

The Religious Orders Bill, which forbids 
Religious Orders to teach in schools, is 
described by the Pope as “ a master work 
of iniquity against God.” He urges the 
Spanish clergy to use all means to further 
religious instruction and all the faithful 
to unite for the defence of the faith. 
The Pope says that he feels it his duty 
‘to denounce and condemn a law so at 
variance with the Divine Constitution cf 
the Church that it asserts that it can 
never be appealed to against the im- 
prescriptible rights of the Church.*’ 

He does not, however, order Spanish 
Catholics to thwart political reforms, as 
he says that the ureh accommodates 
herself to all forms of government and 
civil institutions, “ provided the fight for 
God and the Christian conscience is left 
intact.’’ 

The Spanish Government, continues the 
Pope, cannot be ignorant how well dis- 
posed are Spanish Catholics to co-operate 
in maintaining order and social tran- 
quillity. 

The Encyclical complains that, while 
other opinions have the widest liberty, the 
Catholic religion alone has an odious 
watch set over its teaching, and is 
hampered in every exercise of Catholic 
worship, even in the administration of 
Sacraments to the dying and in exercises 
for the dead. | 

The Encyclical follows immediately 
upon the signature by President Alcala 
Zamora of the Religious Orders Bill. This 
provides for the confiscation of all pro- 
perty belonging to the Religious Orders, 
and forbids teaching by representatives of 
the Catholic Church.

THE NEW. BUILDING. 


ARCHITECT’S DESCRIPTION. 


The Cathedral, when finished, will cover 
over 500.000 feet. The design, as described 
by Sir Edwin Lutyens, the architect, con- 
sists of a sequence of barrel arches inter- 
cepted with adventures in their various 
lengths. Arches 15 feet wide and 45 feet 
high carry, at right angles, arches 22 feet 


arches 32 feet wide and 96 feet high, and 
these carry the main vaults, 46 feet wide 
and 138 feet high, rising incidentally to 
150 feet; the whole converging to carry 
the great dome, 168 feet in diameter, cover- 
ing a height of some 300 feet. 

This plan has the advantage of giving 
wide pendentives, 80 feet at their base, 
instead of the pin-point springings found 
both at St. Peter’s in Rome and at St. 


Paul's in London. . 
There are three great triple porches— 
“North,” “South” and “ West,” in 


liturgical orientation (actually one must 
read “ East” for “ North,” etc., in that 
the church runs from South to North in- 
stead of the liturgical West to East). The 
““ South ’’ porch is open, in that it is with- 
out stairways and thereby convenient for 
providing a direct access for carriages. 
High above, and over the centre arch of 
the “ West” porch will stand a statue 
of Christ the King, and by this porch the 
Cathedral is entered through the narthex 
—a great space of 46 feet by 180 feet— 
which, it is proposed, shall be open day 
and might without let or hindrance, and 
kept warm to become a haven of refuge 
for the poor. The abutments of the 
porches will contain first-aid stations and 
conveniences for the thronging crowds. 


THE CHAPELS. 
The narthex is flanked by the baptistery 
and the chapel dedicated to Our Lady of 
Lourdes, and through the grilles that 
separate the narthex from the church the 
Chapel of the Blessed Sacrament, the high 
altar and the Chapel of Our Lady Queen 
of the Seas will be visible through the 
three great vistas leading to them. 
The confessionals are planned within 
the structure, 80 as not to appear in the 
form of superabundant furniture. 
In the nave and transepts 24 chapels 
are formed, the outer walls being reserved 
for chantries, shrines and memorials. 
The high altar, the choir -and chapels 
flanking them are raised 12 feet 6 inches 
above the nave floor. These raised portions 
will be paved in marble, and the nave 
floor will be paved with cast iron, beau- 
tiful im its dark silver, reflecting colour, 
and easy to warm. 
Behind the high altar is a range of four 
chapels, and beyond these the choir. A 
great processional organ will be placed at 
the west end. 


FIFTY-THREE ALTARS. 
East of the choir will stand the Altar of 
St. Kentigern, patron saint of the arch- 
diocese, and high over, in the great apse, 
is a tribune, approached from the library, 
whence the Archbishop may bless all those 
within the walls of the Cathedral. 

At the extreme “ East’’ are two great 
sacristies, one above the other, and over 
al! the library. | 

In the crypt there is a mortuary chapel 
and two churches, each with four altars, 
to be used by visiting priests. 

Together with those in the sacristies the 
Cathedral will have 53 altars. 

The height from the lowest step on the 
western front to the top of the lantern 


will be some 520 feet. 


THE GREAT DOME. | 


The materials proposed are the bricks 
after the Roman sethod. being tiles 2 feet 
long by 14 inches thick, the string course 
imposts and architraves being of granite. 
But the great mass of walling will be of 
brick. It is proposed to face the interior 
with a Roman stone.

wholesale confectioners, 60 Peter’s Hill, Bel- 
fast, were raided by thieves, who got awa 
with 95,000 cigarettes, valued at over £123, 
and a number of handbags, worth 30s. each. 
The premises were left in a state of con- 
fusion, stock having been pulled down from 
the racks and trampled on the fluor. A large 
hole in the roof by which the raiders entered 


had exposed the stock to hours of heavy

Forty vessels of the Home Fleet reached 
Scapa Flow, Orkney Islands, on Saturday 
night from Invergordon, after having en- 
gaged in submarine attack exercises on tha 
way. The ships’ anchor chains rumbled 
down and announced to people ashore that 
the fleet had returned to the historic base, 
but the vessels themselves were invisible 
in fog, even though only one mile from 
the shore. 

The fleet was no sooner anchored than 
four units were engaged in a real battle 
with ‘‘submarine craft.”’ One of the 
‘‘enemy”’ units was sunk after a 
desperate attack on a small vessel. The 
“‘ submarines ” were four sharks, which 
had either been in Scapa Flow or had 
followed the fleet in from the sea. 

One shark, measuring about 27 feet, was 
struck and injured by the drifter Muriel. 
The vessel lurched from the force of the 
impact, and the shark immediately 
wheeled about and launched itself against 
the hull, threshing the side of the boat 
several times with its tail. The ban 
sounded like gun shots, and were plainly 
heard by duty men on Scapa Pier and by 
men on the other drifters, which imme- 
diately rushed to the Muriel’s assistance. 

Later the shark was seen to be bleeding 
profusely, and it rolled over and sank, 

Its three fellows made off rapidlv.
